I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  ny  15th  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  I96I.  This  report  includes 
a section  kindly  supplied  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor 
cS:  Engineer, 


I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  general  health  of  the  district 
has  remained  very  satisfactory  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there 
have  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Polionyelitis  or  Tuberculosis  reported. 
It  is  stressed,  however,  that  only  by  maintaining  a high  degree  of 
immunity  in  the  population  by  vaccination  of  infants  against  Smallpox 
and  immunisation  of  infants  against  Diphtheria,  ITnooping  Cough,  Tetanus 
and  Polionyelitis  can  the  incidence  of  these  diseases  be  kept  low.

The  standardised  birth  rate  of  per  1,000  population  is  much 

below  that  for  England  and  Wales  (17.4)  and  the  standardised  death  rate 
of  10.1  per  1,000  population  is  just  below  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(12.0). 


The  average  age  at  death  of  Males  was  69  years  and  for  females 
77e8  years,  and  the  principle  causes  of  death  v/ere,  heart  disease, 
cerebral  haemorrhage  and  thrombosis  and  cancer. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  ny  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  help,  co-operation  and  support  which  has  been  given  to  me  by  all 
members  of  the  Council  and  staff  during  the  year.

13.  T/AIER  SUPPLY 

(a)  The  total  quantity  of  vvater  pumped  during  the  year  1961  was 
7^,992,500  gallons  which  was  5,484,125  gallons  more  than  in  I960, 

This  increase  was  mainly  due  to  a main  leak  which  was  extremely  difficult 
to  locate  before  repair, 

(b)  All  domestic  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  water  supply. 
During  the  year  I4  properties  were  connected  to  the  main  supply, 

(c)  A total  of  141  samples  of  raw  and  chlorinated  water  were  taken 
both  from  the  source  and  various  points  throughout  the  district  for 
bacteriological  analysis.  All  the  sairples  were  in  Class  I and  these 
results  are  highly  satisfactory. 

14.  RODENT  COmOL 

During  the  year  1,071  baits  were  laid  on  97  premises  resulting  in 
256  rats  being  killed,  10  council  properties  were  regularly  treated. 

15.  nb^AGE  AND  SEVffiRAGE. 

14  new  properties  were  connected  to  the  main  sewer  during  the  year, 
new  drains  being  tested  as  necessary.  This  figure  comprises  of  I4  houses 
built  by  private  enterprise. 

Sewage  for  disposal  is  received  from  Knowle  Village  in  the  St. 

Thomas  R.D.C.  area  and,  together  with  the  town's  sewage,  is  discharged 
into  the  sea  between  one  hour  aiter  high  water  and  one  hour  before  low 
water,  a man  being  specially  enployed  to  operate  the  sewer  valves  day 
and  night. 

xw  scheme  for  the  electrical  operation  of  the  present  manually 
operated  sewer  outfall  valve  has  been  accepted  by  the  Council  and 
orders  placed  for  the  necessary  equipment.
